On January 20, 1972, NY T-1 advised that the sub- 
ject stated he was trying to obtain a White House Press Pass 
and if he is allowed to enter the White House, he will con- 
ceal a gun in his camera and then shoot the President. NY T-1 
added that the subject has been dealing in the sale of mari- 
juana and is an extremely unstable person. 


B. Affiliation With the Underground Press Syndicate 


On August 26, 1970, Sergeant] | Detroit, 
Michigan Police, furnished a copy of the Articles of Incorpo- 
ration of the Underground Press Syndicate, 1107 West Warren: 
Avenue, Detroit, Michigan, which had been filed on August 13, 


1970, at the Michigan Department of Treasury, Lansing, Michigan. 
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THOMAS K. FORCADE was listed as one of the incorporators. 


The purposes of this Underground Press Syndicate 
(UPS) were as follows: 


To increase the awareness of the underground 
press to the general public and to its affiliates. 


To serve as a clearinghouse for those inquiring 
information about the underground press. 


To prepare and print pamphlets regarding the 
printing, mailing distribution, et cetera of a newspaper. 


Publish directories, microfilm newspapers and print 
a newsletter to be distributed without charge. 


On October 26, 1970, NY T-3 advised that the address 
of the subject at ll East l7th Street, New York City (NYC), is 
the office of the Underground Press Syndicate in NYC. 


On October 26, 1970, NY T-3 advised that the subject 
was the head of the UPS in NYC, and the purpose of the UPS is 
to aid in the starting and operating of underground newspapers. 


On November 24, 1970, NY T-4 advised that a list 
provided at the Southern Regional Conference of Underground 
Newspapers, held October 24-25, 1970, at Mount Beulah, Ed- 
wards, Mississippi, under the heading Other Representation 
From:, was TOM FORCADE, U.P.S., Box 26, Village Station, New 
York (NY), NY. 


In May, 1971, NY T-5 advised that the subject at- 
tended the National Underground Press Conference, Austin, Texas. 


The August 25, 1971 issue of "The East Village Other," 
a NYC bi-weekly, states that, "TOM FORCADE, of the Underground 
Press Syndicate, has been admitted to the Press Corps of the 
House of Representatives and the Senate as the representative 
of the underground press - he eventually hopes to get into the 
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White House Press Corps so he can ask the President questions 
like 'How does it feel to be a mass murderer?'" 


This article also says the subject left NY U.P.S. 
office six months ago for Washington, DC. 


On August 31, 1971, NY T-2 advised that the sub- 
ject was "thrown out" of the UPS in NYC and was attempting 
to start another such service in the Washington, ОС area. 


An article in "The Evening Star," a Washington, DC 
local daily newspaper, dated September 8, 1971, page A-7, dis- 
closed that THOMAS KING FORCADE, "a revolutionary" who once 
threw a pie in the face of a member of the US Commission on 
Obscenity and Pornography, has been admitted to the House and 
Senate Press Galleries as Washington correspondent of the Un- 
derground Press Service. 


The November.14, 1971 issue of "The New York Times," 
page 75, contains an article entitled "White House Bars a Ra- 
dical Reporter." 


The article states the Secret Service had barred 
the subject for security reasons. 


The article also states as follows: "Today he in- 
sisted that he was a ‘nonviolent person' with nothing in his 
background that could imply that he would be a threat to the 
President." 


The December 22, 1971 issue of “The New York Ace," 
a bi-weekly newspaper published in NYC, lists the subject as 
its Washington Reporter in its masthead. 


This issue on page 6 also contains an article by 
the subject entitled, “Inside D.C.," in which he states that 
he was recently admitted to the Senate and House Press Gallery 
and that as a member of this Gallery he is entitled to a floor 
pass to both the Democratic and Republican National Conventions. 
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C. Affiliation With the Youth International Party (YIP) 


On July 16, 1970, NY T-3 advised that оп July 15, 
1970, at a meeting o£ the Youth International Party (YIP) 
held at 5 West 21st Street, NYC, the subject's name was men- 
tioned as head of the Underground Press Syndicate, and as a 
coordinator of a soon to be held affair for radical groups 
to be heid in NYC. 


On October 8, 1971, NY T-6 advised that the sub- 
ject had come to Milwaukee, Wisconsin, in September of 1971 
to meet the YIP people in order to raise money to release a 
member of the Yippies who is in jail for illegal sale and 
possession of narcotics. 


On January 3, 1972, NY T-6 advised that the subject 
will attend the Youth International Party "Pre Conference," 
held January 7-9, 1972, at Madison, Wisconsin. 


The Youth International Party, also known as 
Yippies, is a loosely knit, anti-establishment, 
revolutionary youth organization formed in NYC 
in January, 1968. 


On January 3, 1972, NY T-6 advised that no agenda 
will be planned for the YIP conference concerning demonstra- 
tions to be held during the forthcoming political campaign 
until TOM FORCADE arrives in Madison, Wisconsin, to attend 
the conference. 


On January 9, 1972, NY T-6 advised that at the 
above mentioned conference the subject stated he would try 
and raise money for the demonstrations to be held in Miami 
by organizing benefits with rock musical groups. The sub- 
ject will also draft a press release to be given to the Madi- 
son, Wisconsin press at which the "Yippie" events to be held 
in Miami at the Democratic National Convention will be out- 
lined. NY T-7 advised that the subject was the only one of 
the conference attendees who was not in agreement that there 
should be no violence in Miami.

He furnished his permanent home address as the 
Albert Hotel, 9 South 13th Avenue, Phoenix, Arizona.  FORCADE 
had in his possession a valid Students for a Democratic Society 
(SDS) membership card. 


SDS was founded during June, 1962, at 

Port Huron, Michigan, and in the 1960's 
functioned as the leading New Left campus- 
based student organization in the United 
States. From a stance of “participatory 
democracy," the SDS moved to a radical- 
revolutionary position, It maintained a 
national office at 1608 West Madison Street, 
Chicago, Illinois, until February, 1970. 
Internal factionalism during 1969 produced 
three main factions: Weatherman, Revolutionary 
Youth Movement (RYM), and Worker Student 
Alliance (WSA). The Weatherman and RYM no 
longer consider themselves associated with 
the SDS. The WSA faction continues to use 
the name SDS.

The article stated that FORCADE threw a glass 
at someone while at the meeting and stated, "I just got out 
of jail after I was arrested on every charge they could 
trump up..." It's common all over the United States. They 
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wanted to keep me in jail- ee days.  FORCADE then entered b6 
a. discussion with United Press International pic 
reporter, regarding the Vietnam War and the actions of cor- 
respondents in the war zone. 


The New York "Daily News," issue of May 14, 1970, 
in the news story entitled, "A Pie Smears Smut Probe," states 
as follows: 


"A young representative of the underground press 
smashed а pie into the face of a member of the United States 
Commission on Obscenity and Pornography. today to express his 
opposition to this unconcstitutional, illegitimate, unlawful, 
prehistoric, obscene, absurd keystone committee." Z 

"Commissioner OTTO-NTMLARSEN, cream pie sliding 
down his face and onto his shirt, didn't raise his hand or 
voice in protest." 


"Тһе pie was thrown at him from about a foot away, 
by THOMAS FORCADE, projects coordinator for the Underground 
Press Syndicate, an organization of street-peddled newspapers 
which have sprung up in almost every major city in the country. 


"Accompanied by about six cops he was permitted to 
leave with his entourage of young people after FORCADE had 
finished his presentation." 


"It consisted of reading a 1,000-word statement 
which was dotted with four-letter words. The statement pro- 
tested the commission's existence and 'political repression 
in the thin but transparent guise of obscenity. 


"After reading it, FORCADE, who was dressed in 
black clerical garb, read the names of 51 underground news- 
papers which he said had been 'victims of censorship in the 
last three years.' 


The "Phoenix Gazette," issue of June 21, 1969, page 
2, reports that the subject surrendered to the police on a

HOFFMAN concerning $8,000.00 in royalties owed the subject 
for information used by HOFFMAN in his book. 


ABBIE HOFFMAN is a spokesman for the "New 
Left" who has written several books and who 
was convicted in Chicago along with others 
for violation of Federal Anti-Riot Laws. 


On October 20, 1971, NY T-2 advised HOFFMAN has 
lost the dispute and was ordered to pay the subject $8,000.00.

The planning and strategy session of the УТР conclave 
was held at the home of TOM FORCADE in Coconut Grove, Florida. 
It commenced at 2:00 Р,М, with approximately 40 in attendance. 
RUBIN and HOFFMAN were expected to attend. Attempts were to 
be made to work out the differences between these two factions. 
HOFFMAN and his supporters arrived at the meeting and commenced 
to stage an obvious, weli-pianned attack against FORCADE, 

Tbey blamed him for all the difficulties and factional divisions 
within the YIP. Considerable time was devoted to a discussion 
of FORCADE's public claim that he was not paid sufficiently 
for corroborating with HOFFMAN on the book entitled "Steal 
This Book". А decision was made to submit this controversy 

to a panel of "Movement" people rather than to a court. of 

law. Virtually the entire meeting was devoted to the vicious 
attack on FORCADE. The arguments against him were well 

timed and effective. A motion was passed censuring FORCADE 
for not privately resolving the issue concerning the book. 

He was expelled from the YIP and was specifically named a 
"police provacateur and/or a maniac". This motion passed by 

a vote of 32 to 3 with four abstentions.

The "people's court" ruled against FORCADE but 


told HOFFMAN to pay him $1,500.00. HOFFMAN did but marked 
the check “paid in full". FORCADE, believing he would not 
have a claim any more against HOFFMAN under New York law 

if he accepted the check, turned it back to HOFFMAN's lawyer. 
Reportedly he is now suing HOFFMAN for .$30,000.00 in a court 
of law. 


FORCADE at times acted like a "wild man". At one 
point he picked up a pair of scissors and severely carved 
up the paneling of a wall in the house where the conclave 
was being held.

Referenced LHM notes that in view of the number о? people in 
the truck, the DCPSD representatives did not believe Forcade should be 
charged in any way regarding the incendiary devices and therefore, he

Subject is violent New Leftist and leader of the "Zippies, 
a faction of the Yippies, who, early in 1972, reportedly threatened 
the life of the President. Above concerns Forcade's arrest on 
8/23/72, in Miami Beach, Florida, by officers of the Dade County 
Public Safety Department (DCPSD), at which time he was driving a 
rented "Zippie sound truck." Arresting officers discovered what 
appeared to be three incendiary devices aboard the truck, but due
